The trains from Los Angeles were 
crowded yesterday morning with com­ 
rades and their friends en route for camp 
at San Pedro. 
A large number of 
veterans came down on the early train, 
and the special which palled oat from 
the Arcade depot at eleven o'clock was 
well filled. A large crowd of citizens of 
Ban Pedro were on hand a hen the trains 
arrived, and gave the veterans a hearty 
welcome, The town presented quite a 
holiday appearance, most of the business 
places and residences being appropriately 
decorated, with flags flyiDg in honor of 
the encampment. 
The camp is pitched on the large 
plateau or bluff situated on the hill west 
of the depot, and commands a superb 
view of the bay and eurrounding coun­ 
try. It is laid out in the regulation mili­ 
tary style, the headquarters tents 
f-tr *tched in a straight line across the 
southern end of the parade ground, 
which is surrounded by the quarters of 
the various posts. 
About 140 tents have been erected, 
aud moat of them have been already en­ 
gaged by the comrades or their friends. 
Representatives of all the posts are now 
in camp and many are reported ou the 
way. 
When all are in there will be 
nearly 1,500 persous in camp. 
Phil KearDey Camp, 8. of V., of Pasa­ 
dena, is very well represented, as is also 
Dan Bidwell Post, of Norwalk, and all 
the Los Angeles Posts. The Woman’s 
Kelief Corps is also well represented. 
The Orange Band is in camp and will 
give concerts during the encampment. 
Yesterday being the first day, things 
w eiealiitle unsettled, but by nightfall 
everything was in order. 
The pavilion in which the entertain­ 
ments will he held is about finished. It 
is 00x100 feet, and will accommodate an 
audience of abont 1,500. The camp will 
he lighted by electricity, the wires for 
which were run yesterday. 
Campers kept arriving all yesterday 
afternoon, and the late train from Los 
Angeles brought down about one hun­ 
dred. Tnere are now at least 400 per­ 
sons encamped. 
The camp yesterday evening presented 
a very lively appearance. Five electric 
lights illuminated the grounds, and with 
the aid of the moonlight rendered the 
scene almost as bright as day. The town 
could be seen from the camp-grunnds. as 
well as the shipping in the harbor, the 
lights from which made a very interest­ 
ing effect. Everyone entered into the 
spirit of the thing, and appeared to be 
enjoying it very thoroughly. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock in the evening 
the band marched up to headquarters 
and played a number of selections in 
honor of the seventeenth anniversary of 
the wedding of Adjutant Myron F. 
Tarhle. 
Colonel Mudge, in a short 
speech, introduced the Adjutant, who 
thanked the comrades and band for 
their very kind attention. 
Mrs. Tarble 
also thanked the band for their seren­ 
ade. The affair was a complete surprise 
to the genial Adjutant and his charming 
wifa, who were kept busy receiving the 
congratulations of comrades and friende. 
The crowd gave three rousing cheers for 
the Adjutant and bis wife before dis­ 
persing. 
Today the camp will be formally 
opened. A salute will be fired at sun­ 
rise, then will follow the reveille, guard 
mount, and the regular calls and drills 
will be sounded. The dresB parade will 
be a feature of the day, and will be con­ 
tinued each day during the encampment. 
In the evening the Citizens Committee 
will formally receive the comrades in 
the pavilion and tender them the 
freedom of the city. After the speeches 
the floor will be cleared and the festivi­ 
ties brought to a close by dancing.

The Rose bunco case drags along in 
tbo Superior Court, yesterday being the 
third day spent in the trial. The prose­ 
cution is still putting in testimony, and 
the District Attorney seems to be making 
out a strong case. Mr. Beardslee, Man- 
ager’of the Western Union Telegiaph 
Company, testified to the sending of the 
message by Haskins to stop payment of 
the checks given during the progress of 
the game. The clerk of the lower court 
was put on, so was the landlady of the 
Palace rooms, where the game was 
played. Officer Metzler told the story of 
the arrest of Rose. Metzler manifested 
the knowledge cf a thorough expert in 
showiDg how the game is played.

T H E M ISSIO N STO N E. 
T b e TO yatery A b o u t It A p p ea rs to 
be S o lv ed . 
There is at the Chamber of Commerce 
a large piece of handsome red sandstone 
with a head of Cleopatra done upon it 
in bas-relief. 
It comes from a ledge 
recently discovered back of Lordsburg, 
in the mountains. 
It is believed that this is the stone 
which was used by the Mission Fathers 
in the construction of a part oí the build­ 
ing at San Gabriel and of several of tbe 
buildings about the old church edifice. 
It has for a long time been a mystery 
as to where this stone came from. It is 
a fine red sandstone, easy to work but 
aith an excellent finish. 
A quantity of 
itw aslaken away and used in vanons 
residences in the vicinity of San Gabriel. 
There is a handsome mantle and fire­ 
place in the residence of J. De Barth 
Shorb, of Ramona, constructed of the 
old Mission stoue. 
The discoverer of this new claim, W. 
P. Rhoades, believeB that be has the 
same ledge that the Franciscans worked 
a century ago. There are evidences that 
stone has been taken out in that vicinity, 
and the stone which is to be found there 
is to all appearances exactly the same as 
that used in the Mission buildings. Mr. 
Shorb and others who are familiar with 
the Mission stone have seen the Lords- 
burg article and give it as their belief 
that it is the same. The owner of the 
land is beginning to work tbe claim, and 
the s'one will soon be put on the market 
for building purposes.

They Object to Assessment 
by the Council. 


A QUESTION OK JUBISDICTION, 


The Names of Those Interested—An 
Increase of Twenty Per Cent. 
Great Indignation. 


e* 


A Urge number oí taxpayers and 
property-holdera assembled at the Tur­ 
ner Hall on Spring atreet, night before 
last, in retponee to a call made through 
the columDB oí the local press to consider 
the advisability of testing the legality of 
the action of the Board of Equalization 
in aesessing property on Main, Spring 
and Loe Angeles streets twenty per cent, 
over and above their usual assessments. 
The meeting waa called to order at 
8 o’clock by Mr. J. Mesmer who ex­ 
plained the object for which it was held, 
and stated that in his opinion the people 
should show that they were paramount 
to those whom they bad elected to govern 
the municipality. He then nominated 
ex-Governor J. G. Downey as Chairman 
of the meeting, who was elected by 
acclamation. 
On taking the chair, ex-Governor Dow­ 
ney made a brief bnt pithy address of 
thanks for the honor conferred upon 
him. He stated that owing to an absence 
of three years from the city, he knew 
little of its local affairs, but he did know 
enough to say that the City Council and 
Board of Equalization ought to have the 
interest of the public at heart. The 
County of Los Angeles was already 
assessed as high as any other in the 
State, and he thought that this extra 
city assessment was an attempt to make 
this generation pay for all the improve­ 
ments which would only benefit its suc­ 
cessors. He said that all that waa neces­ 
sary to fight these things successfully 
was a united effort on the part of the 
people. The railroad companies had 
successfully done so for years, and there 
was no reason why the people should 
not unite and be victorious alBo. 
Mark G. Jones having been unani­ 
mously elected as Secretary of the meet­ 
ing, Jno. Meaner handed up a communi­ 
cation from B. Cohn, regretting his ab­ 
sence on account of ill health, aud sug­ 
gesting concerted action. 
J. Mesmer suggested that a committee 
of five he appointed as an Executive 
Committee to act upon the question for 
which the meeting was called. 
John Robarte said that he believed the 
meeting was called for one purpose only 
—that of asserting the alleged illegality of 
the acts of the Board of Equalization in 
esing the property owners twenty 
cent, upon their property on Spring, 
jin and Los Angeles streets over and 
above their just dues. He moved there­ 
fore, that a committee of ten be ap 
pointed by the chair to take such meas 
ures and confer with the attorneys cf 
this city with a view of finding what re­ 
medy there is against this alleged illegal 
action of the Board of Equalization. 
The Chairman not being sufficiently 
well acquainted with those present, at 
his suggBbtion the following were nomin­ 
ated and appointed by the meeting: J. 
Roberts, J. Meaner, L. Rimpan, W. S. 
Moore, W. Ferguson, L. Meaner, J. R 
Bryson, R. McGarvin, B. Cohn, J. H. 
Woollacott; and as it was finally deter­ 
mined upon to add two more, Messrs. 
Salisbury and J. N. Van Nuys were in­ 
cluded. At the suggestion of Mr.Roberts 
the committee was instructed to consult 
with one of the leading attorneys of the 
city, and to report back to the meeting 
on Tuesday night the result of its labors. 
Mr. Lichtenberger addressed the meet­ 
ing at some length on the question which 
they were there to discuss, and stated his 
personal experiences before the hoard, 
which created a good deal of amusement. 
John Robarte, while sympathizing 
with the gentleman, said that it was 
merely a question of law and not a ques­ 
tion of fact. The only question was as 
to whether the board exceeded its juris­ 
diction. It resolved itself into a ques­ 
tion of law only as to whether they could 
restrain the board from acting as it had 
done or not. 
Colonel W. S. Moore said that he was 
considerably interested in the matter, 
and for the benefit of those who were not 
aware of the motives that actuated the 
board he would explain the twenty per 
cent raise. The intelligent Council men. 
finding it necessary to raise a certain 
amount of money with which to carry 
out certain improvements while in office, 
consult with the learned District Attor­ 
ney. As the result of such consultation 
they put in their time, for which of 
course they are paid, in doing the work 
of a so-called Board of Equalization. 
They carefully equalize all the property 
in which they are interested, but when 
they come to the Spring, Main and Los 
Angeles streets property, in which not 
one of them has a dollar, they go to work 
and assess the property at twenty per 
cent, extra. They made ap their minds 
to get that extra assessment, and they 
then made a pretense of giving the prop 
erty-holders a show by notifying them to 
appear before the board to show cause 
why they should not be so assessed. 
J. Marion Brooks followed with a few 
remarks, but drifted into an anti sewer 
speech. This caused a good deal of dis­ 
cussion as to the project of the meeting, 
and it was finally resolved to call a spe­ 
cial meeting for the discussion of the 
aawer question. 
On motion, the names of the property- 
owners present were handed in to the 
Secretary, who was instructed to put 
them on record. Amongst them were

Simonds, as representative of Mrs. 
Hollenbeck, said he wished to add his 
>roteet to the action of the Board of 
Equalization. He said that he had pre­ 
sented himself before that body, with 
Mrs. Hollepbeck’s attorney, and the 
board pretended to give them a hearing. 
Before they got through their reasons for 
not paying any extra assessment upon 
the property, the Chairman interrupted, 
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and informed them that it had been 
moved and seconded that a certain piece 
of land over the river, near Boyle 
Heights, be assessed $1,500 an acre. As 
it contained in all twenty-three acres the 
assessment reached something like $31,­ 
000. He explained to them that it was 
at the present time not worth $1,000 al­ 
together, but they refused to hear him 
any further. As regards the sewer bond 
question, he had been heretofore in favor 
of voting it so as to give the working­ 
men employment; but since his visit to 
the Board of Equalization he would 
strongly protest against any such sum as 
$1,500,000 beiDg entrusted to the hands 
of such men. 
Louis Mesmer, who appeared to be 
considerably worked up over the matter, 
stated that he was very much averse to 
the action of the present Council. He 
complained bitterly about the amount of 
money wasted upon the police force, and 
said he defied any one to find a police­ 
man on the street at two o’clock in the 
morning. He was of the opinion that 
instead of placing every man who came 
from Pike’s Peak or Texas on the force, 
the Council should see that men are ap­ 
pointed whom every one in town knows. 
L. Lichtenberger offered a resolution 
to the meeting for its adoption, to the 
effect that under the present circum­ 
stances it is the sense of this meeting 
that the sewer bonds he voted down. 
Judge Gottschalk rose to a point of or­ 
der, and objected vigorously to the pas­ 
sage of any such resolution as unparlia­ 
mentary and improper. 
He stated that 
the meeting had nothing to do with 
sewer bonds, but was called to consider 
the legality of the actions of the Board of 
Equalization. He insisted on the imme­ 
diate withdrawal of the resolution. 
J. Marion Brooks replied that, as he 
understood it, this was merely a meeting 
of taxpayers, called together to discuss 
their own welfare, and that the rigid 
rules of parliamentary law would not 
therefore be exacted. 
L. Lichtenberger, however, explained 
that he only wanted to stir the people 
up, and withdrew his resolution, in spite 
of J. Marion Brooks’ protest. 
A motion to adjourn was then put and 
carried unanimously. 
SANTA MONICA. 
The Papers Signed for the Big Col­ 
lege—A frighting Prisoner. 
Father Hawes, the Roman Catholic 
pastor here, stated this morning to a 
H erald man that the deal regarding the 
Sietere’ College is settled. The institu­ 
tion is to be placed on the Crippen tract 
about a mile out of town, and twenty- 
two aeree are donated by the owner of 
the property. 
In addition to this, pro­ 
vision is made for the construction and 
operation of a street-car line from the 
grounds of the institute to the heart of 
the town. The papers have been signed 
hv Mr. Crippen and are on their way to 
the Sisters’ headquarters at San Diego, 
and, according to the contract, work is to 
commence on the institute within ninety 
days. The advantages of this deal will 
redouüd wonderfully to the interests of 
Santa Monica. A day school for young 
boys and children of the town will be run 
in connection with the main building, 
which will he a college recond to noneon 
the Coast. The structure is to cost $500,­ 
000, and will be a handsome piece of 
architecture. The order that is doing all 
this is the Sisters of 8t. Joseph, which is 
essentially one of the teaching branches 
of the Catholic Church. At the present 
time the Sisters have three centers of 
instrnction in the State, one at Oakland, 
one at San Diego and a small branch at 
Los Angeles, hut the inetitute to be 
erected here will be the headquarters 
when completed. 
Town Marshal Max Barretto had an 
unpleasant taBk to perform last night. 
About 11 o’clock he was informed that a 
drunken man was making a disturbance 
in the Boehme Blcckon Second street, eo 
he at once started for the scene. 
He 
found the cause of the trouble to be a 
bar-tender named Gray, aman of power­ 
ful physique, and who is noted for being 
“ ugly,” when under the influence cf 
liquor. Max took him in charge and 
brought him to the jail, where, just as he 
was opening the door, the prisoner made 
a rush at him. Barretto Btruck at him 
with his cane and felled his powerful op­ 
ponent, who wae quickly carried into 
confinement, where he could resist no 
more. A doctor is attending to his in­ 
juries today.

All the surrounding countrj, 
north, south, east aud west, at au average 
of $82 per acre. 
E. J. Baldwin’s Cienega property, if 
assessed at the same valuation at which 
the surrounding country is taxed, should 
be assessed at $335,000. instead of $07.000 
—a loss to the county of $208,000 iu 
assessment on that ranch alone. 
To prove how serious the charge is 
that I make, I give here from your 
assessment books the valuations of pre­ 
cisely similar lands, adjacent to each 
other.

.Meeting of the Mtatte Hoard of 
T rad e-Iti Work. 
Major E. W. Jones, the President of 
the Chamber oí Commerce, got hack to 
the city from San Francisco yesterday 
morning, and departed immediately with 
the Knights Templar on the special 
train to Coronado Beach. He was seen 
at the 8anta depot by a reporter of the 
H er a ld, and questioned about the meet­ 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Trade. 
“ Nothing came up at the meeting,” 
said he, “ which was of special interest to 
people of this section. The special com 
mittee which was appointed to make a 
report on the arid laDd of the Slate had 
prepared a quantity of statistics and of 
descriptive statements which will be 
published in pamphlet form, and be laid 
before the And Land Commission when 
it visits this State. The separate reports 
of the members of the committee for 
each county were embodied in the re­ 
port in brief form, so that a fair state­ 
ment ehould be given from each part of 
the State. 
“ I think you received word by a press 
dispatch of my objection to a certain 
phrase in the report. It read: ‘This con­ 
dition of things extends from Mount! 
Shasta in the north to Tejon Pass in the 
south, a distance of 500 miles.’ Now. 
by the expression ‘this condition of 
• hings’ was meant that profitable irriga­ 
tion could be accomplished without 
changing the surface of the land. Tejon 
Hass being north of Los Asgeles, this 
statement would practically reiegate us 
to the district described in this compre­ 
hensive phrase as beiog incapable of 
easy and profitable irrigation. I offered 
the objection with the statement that the 
apparent exclusion of the southern part 
of the State bad been made the subject 
of some unfavorable comment among us 
There was no disposition on tho part of 
the State board to deal unjustly with 
this section, and the expression was im­ 
mediately charged to read thus: 'These 
conditions are found to exist in all the 
large valleys of California.’ 
“ I found, as I have always found at 
the meetings of the State Board of Trade, 
or any of its committees, that the best 
feeling imaginable prevailed with regard 
to this part of the State, and no favorit­ 
ism would be shown hy that body to any 
particular section. 
Nevertheless, from 
the information we have from William 
Harris Hall, there is evidently not much 
for us to expect in the near future from 
the Arid Land ComuiHBiou. 
“ The committee decided to have 500 
copies of this report printed in pamphlet 
form. 
It will make the most compre­ 
hensive statement of the irrigation sta­ 
tistics of the State ever gotten together. 
“ A report was made concerning the 
‘California on Wheels' traveling exhibit, 
in which it was stated that it bus been 
visited by over 800,000 people during its 
eastern tour. 
;íhe general opinion 
seemed to prevail that it has accom­ 
plished excellent work in advertising 
the State.”

She C harges H im W ith T h reatening

Y esterday m orning M arellino Riesio, 
th e Italian w ho figured so prom inently in 
th e City Ju stice's C ourt on W ednesday 
last, for threatening to kill Louisa Kissio, 
again ap p ealed before Justice Lockwood 
for arraignm ent upon another charge. 
H e was inform ed by th e C ourt th at 
Louisa R issio h ad filed another com ­ 
p lain t against h im , duly sw orn to, alleg­ 
ing th at h e had deserted his two chil­ 
d ren , < ged respectfully, 2 years an d 5 
m o n th s, an d 7 m onths, w ith in te n t to 
w holly abandon them ; and h is exam in­ 
ation on th is charge was set for th e 19th 
in sta n t a t 9:30 a .m . 
H e was subse­ 
quently released from custody upon de­ 
positing $100 for h is appearance a t th at 
tim e. 
T he co m p lain an t's account of th e cir- 
cum *lances surrounding the case is a 
peculiarly sad and distressing story of 
w om an's devotion a n d m an ’s duplicity. 
Five years ego, she says, they m et by 
chance, and after a brief acquaintance, 
m utually agreed to live together as m an 
an d wife. 
Riesio had accum ulated a 
good deal of m oney, w hich he invested 
w isely in property. 
During th e boom 
ev ery th in g prospered w ith the Italian, 
w ho was uniform ly kind and attentive to 
th e wom an of h is choice. 
As som etim es 
happens, how ever, Rissio, according to 
h er account, changed for the worse as he 
becam e m ore prosperous and he spared 
no pains to acquaint the w om an whom 
he had openly acknow ledged as hia wife 
of th at fact. 
No open breach occurred 
betw een them until after th e b irth of 
th eir second child, w hen Riesio m ade no 
secret of th e fact th a t he was chafed by 
th e bonds w hich held them together. 
M atters cam e to a crisis w ith them in 
M arch last, w hen, as a sequel to a quar­ 
rel, R issio threatened to kill Louisa, and 
sh e was com pelled through fear to de­ 
m an d th e protection cf the courts. 
T he 
Italian was arrested, but w hen th e case 
cam e up for trial in Justice Lockwood’s 
court, Louisa refused to prosecute th e 
m an whom sh e had loved too w ell. 
T he 
case was com prom ised shortly afterw ards 
by an agreem ent being draw n up be­ 
tw een them , in w hich Rissio acknow l­ 
edged th e wom an as his wife, and prom ­ 
ised to provide for h e r while they lived 
apart, Louisa hav in g refused to live w ith 
him any longer for fear of his doing her 
violence. 
T hree or four w eeks later, R issio m ade 
advances to h er and finally persuaded 
h e r to resum e th eir form er relations, he, 
on his part, prom ising to treat h e r as h is 
wife. 
A few weeks ago he again broke 
out, an d w hile in a drunken frenzy re­ 
new ed hiB th reats to kill her. 
She once 
m ore 
eought th e 
protection 
of 
th e 
authorities, an d h e was arrested and 
taken before Justice Lockwood. 
Since 
h is a rrest he 
h as turned 
upon th e 
w om nn and denounced h er aa a die- 
rep u tab 'e person, and h is children as 
illegitim ate offspring. 
H e th reaten ed to 
leave her and th em to starve to d eath . 
H e announced his intention of departing 
to Italy , and sold h is property, am ount­ 
ing to about $35.000 in value, to G. 
C astruccio for $5,000. 
By way of adding 
insult to injury, be not only left Louisa 
w ithout a cent w ith which to support 
herself and th e children, b nt visited h er 
in her destitution and drew vivid pic­ 
tures of th e F rench dinners he had ju st 
partak en of in an np-tow n re sta u ra n t; 
and was guilty of a nu m b er of o th er 
things calculated to add to her distress. 
T he w om an Louisa, acting under legal 
advice, claim s th a t under th e C alifornia 
law , R íbbío’s open acknow ledgm ent of 
h er as h is wife constitutes a legal m ar­ 
riage. 
T he defendant, on th e o th er 
h an d , refuses to support h er or th e 
children on th e ground th a t be is n ot 
legally bound to do so, no m arriage h a v ­ 
ing ever tak en place betw een th em . 
T he w om an L ouisa, pending th e d e ­ 
cision of th e courts, is absolutely p en n i­ 
less and destitu te at her hom e, No. 255 
S outh Los A ngeles street.

F ru it trees budded 
and bloom ed w hile th e crop was ettll 
hanging on th e branches. 
This warm 
w eather continued un til into th e spring, 
and then cam e a cold snap th a t Bent all 
th e eap dow n in th e vines an d trees. M r. 
K eith th in k s th e vines suffered a sort of 
paralysis or congestion from this change 
an d Bid n o t recover. 
Some died th at 
y ear, others were m ade sick, an d lin ­ 
gered on dying slow ly, b ut never getting 
w ell. 
K eith th in k s th e M ission vines 
suffered m ost and succum bed first be­ 
cause they were th e oldest, and h ad 
been cropped the longest w ithout being 
fertilized. 
T h ere is a good deal of ap p aren t reason 
in all th is. N ext year it m ay be expected 
th a t th e planting of new vineyards will 
be begun in earnest. 
W hen th is is done 
it will be well to reflect w h eth er it is n ot 
best to p lan t the vines further apart, say 
ten feet, so as to give them m ore n u tri­ 
tion ; to cu ltiv ate th em m ore and to irri­ 
g ate th em less, and to fertilize th e soil 
year after year. 
C aptain K eith is th e 
bug inspector around A naheim . 
H e says 
th ey never had any w hite scale in th e 
orange orchards th ere, but th e red scale 
h a s becom e very bad of late. 
So far as 
h is observation goes, th ere are no lace 
flies o r bugs m aking their prey of th e red 
scale.

H e had som e leaves w ith him 
w hich w ere covered w ith red scale. T he 
sp ray h ad been ap plied, and he had 
killed every bug. 
I t does not injure the 
tree aB th e other w ashes did. 
I t is Mr. 
K e ith ’s opinion th a t this spraying busi­ 
ness w ill kill every red scale in the 
country. 
W ith th e destruction of the 
w hite scale by th e vedolia cardinalis, the 
“ doing-up” of th e red scale by th e resin 
w ash, and th e disappearance of th e vine 
disease by natu ral lim itation, th e country 
will soon be on th e high road to a larger 
m easure of prosperity. 
As to o ther m atters a t A naheim , things 
are m oving along in th e proper channels, 
slow ly, b u t surely. 
T he P lan ters’ H otel 
has been painted inside an d out ami 
thoroughly refitted.

A marked C ontrast. 
It ie a notable circumitance that there 
has been no failure of a bank in Los 
Angeles county since the great crash of 
the Temple & Workman bank in Sep­ 
tember of 1875 until that of the Bank of 
Pomona the other day. I t is a question 
as to whether the failure of the Bank of 
California in the fall of 1875 was in any 
sense caused by the panic of 1873. Mr. 
Ralston, the President of this San Fran­ 
cisco institution, had engaged in colossal 
speculations, whose end was not fortu­ 
nate. 
H e had given Lucky Baldwin 
$5,400,000 for hia stock in the Opbir 
mine, which proved to be valueless as a 
yielder of coin. He invested nearly six 
millions of dollars in the Palace Hctel, 
of 8an Francisco, which also turned out 
to be a “ dead horse.” That great struct 
nre cost $1,800,000 to bring it to a level 
w ith the sidewalk, so solid aud prodig­ 
ious was its plan,calculated to resibt earth­ 
quakes. Outside of tbe Bonanza mines, in 
which he waB not interested, everything 
was excessively dull in California in that 
year, and speculation had been pushed 
everywhere to undue lengths. There had 
been a boom in Los Angeles county, and 
everybody was 
loaded up with real 
estate. This was particularly the case 
w ith th e bank of Temple A Workman. 
H r. F. P. F. Temple, who was the head 
of that institution, bad gone into saw 
mills on the San Bernardino mountains, 
into m ines everywhere, and into about 
everything, including politics, that was 
nnsubetantial and unremnnerative. He 
and his 
partner, William Workman, 
owned millions of dollars’ worth of real 
estate. 
The Bank of California failed, 
coincidentv with the snicide of Ralston, 
and the failure of the bank of Temple & 
W orkman followed fast upon its heels. 
This failure was 
for the enormous 
amount of $1,100,000. 
The princely 
estate of Temple & W orkman, as a result 
of the second failure—Lucky Baldwin 
having advanced money to re-open the 
bank—passed into the handB of the San 
Francisco millionaire. It is now worth 
$15,000,000 on a very conservative esti­ 
m ate. 
The failure of the Bank of Po­ 
m ona ia a mere flea-bite compared to the 
celebrated Temple & Workman fiasco. 
Mr. H. A. Palmer, the virtual owner of 
the Pomona concern, has been a very en­ 
terprising citizen of Sonthern California 
— what was known in the boom es a 
“ plunger.” 
He appears to have over­ 
reached himself, but, according to the 
most reliable advices, every depositor 
will be protected. 
Of tbe vast sum 
which waa deposited in the Temple & 
W orkman Bank—one million, one hun­ 
dred thousand dollars—not a depositor 
got a cent. Today our financial institu­ 
tions are on 
a 
splendid 
financial 
basis, and kiteflying 
is at 
a 
dis­ 
count. 
It is a fact highly honorable to 
Los Angeles ccuntv, and contains vol­ 
umes as to the stability cf this section, 
th at since tbe collapse of tbe “ paper 
tow n” craze sixteen months ago there 
have been only two considerable failures, 
that of Mr. Webster, cf Pasadena, and 
th at of the Pomona Bank. 


“ Tiik Spaniah-American Commercial 
Union” is the name of an organization 
recently formed in New York city, which 
is patting out circulars broadcast setting 
forth the aims and objects of the associa­ 
tion. These are to open up and stimulate 
trade between this country and those of 
Central and South America. The affair 
seems to be in practical hands, and much 
good may be accomplished by wise and 
persistent efforts. “ The sister Repub­ 
lics” to tbe south are easily reached by 
us, 
so 
far 
as 
physical 
conditions 
go. 
If 
properly 
approached, 
they 
would 
be 
disposed 
to 
trade 
ith us in preference to others if we 
could compete in prices and quality of 
goods. A table of exhibits of ths im ­ 
ports into these countries makes a bad 
showing for us. The Argentine Repub­ 
lic imports goods to the value of $100,­ 
000,000 a year. England sells $24,000,­ 
000 of these, France $10,000,000, we $7,­ 
500,000. The principal linea of commo­ 
dities are cotton goods, woolen goods, 
manufactures of iron and machinery 
We ought to beat England in these goods.

Brazil 
imports

tent of $237,000,000, only eight per cent, 
of which goes from the United States.

Mexico is at our 
doors, and buys gooda of the value of 
$44,000,000. yet the United States only 
gets $8,000,000 of all this. If any thing 
can be done to increase our trade with 
these countries it will be of the greatest 
benefit to all parts of the Union.

OBEAT COKE STK IKE SETTLED. 


T h o s e of 
San Francisco who are 
interested in the brandy industry in­ 
tend to make an effort before the next 
Congress, to have the period extended 
for spirits to remain in the bonded ware­ 
house before the tax, ninety cents on 
the gallon, is payable. 
At present the 
bur m ust be paid at the end of three 
years. 
T h e distillers wish to extend the 
period to five years. Senator Stanford 
was consulted on this head, and he 
stated th a t he not only would cheerfully 
lend all the aid he could to this, but that 
he would go farther and try to secure a 
reduction of the tax now imposed on 
brandy. 
Both efforts onght to succeed. 
Brandy at the age of three years is 
not fit to drink. 
At five years old it 
is only palatable, and not by any means 
at its best. 
Some makers of this excel­ 
lent article of pure grape brandy may 
desire to keep their goods until they have 
reached a state of absolute perfection. 
It is an onerous burden to make brandy 
which costs as much as a dollar to dis­ 
till, to pay nearly another dollar to get it 
released from bond at the end of three 
years, when it has coet nearly $1.50 
a gallon, the tax raising it to $2 40 a 
gallon, and then to carry this coetly com­ 
modity two more years before it is fit to 
put on tbe market, and three more on top 
of th at before 
it is 
really mature. 
By that time the brandy is worth $5 a 
gallon. 
A few thousand gallons repre­ 
sent a large sum. The proper thing to 
do would be Dot to require the payment 
of the tax until each time as the owner 
may desire to withdraw the goods from 
tbe warehouse, even although he might 
keep it there ten years. This would aid 
dealers in giving consumers a really 
superior article of brandy so much de­ 
sired for medicinal and other purposes 
And the thing that really ought to be 
done is to free this product of the soil 
from all taxation. It is difficult to do 
this, for the reason that the manufac­ 
turers 
of 
fruit-juice 
spirits at the 
East would clamor to come in with tbeir 
stuff under the general bead of brandy. 
But to put pure grare brandy on the free 
list would be a downright boon to the 
people, who might thus in time of illness 
come by a superior article of brandy.

R alsto n , th e P resident of th is San F ran ­ 
cisco institution, had engaged in colossal 
speculations, w hose en d was not fortu­ 
n a te . 
H e h ad given Lucky Baldwin 
$5,400,000 for hia slock in th e Ophir 
m in e, which proved to be valueless as a 
yield er of coin. 
H e invested nearly six 
m illions of dollars in th e P alace Hotel, 
of 8an F rancisco, w hich also turned out 
to be a “ dead h o rse.” 
T h at great struct­ 
u re cost $1,800,000 to b rin g it to a level 
w ith th e sidew alk, so solid an d prodig­ 
ious w as its plan,calculated to reeibt e arth ­ 
q uakes. O utside of th e B onanza m ines, in 
w h ich he w as not interested, everything 
w as excessively dull in C alifornia in th at 
y e a r, sn d speculation h ad been pushed 
every w h ere to undue lengths. T here had 
been a boom in Los Angeles county, and 
everybody w as 
loaded up w ith real 
esta te. 
This w as particularly the case 
w ith th e b ank of T em ple A W orkm an. 
Mr. F . P . F . Tem ple, w ho was the head 
of th a t institu tio n , bad gone into saw ­ 
m ills on th e S an B ernardino m ountains, 
in to m ines everyw here, and into abont 
ev ery th in g , including politics, th at was 
u nsubstantial an d unrem unerative.

The B ank of C alifornia failed, 
coincidently w ith th e suicide of R alston, 
a n d th e failure of the b ank of Tem ple A 
W orkm an followed fast upon its heels.

am o u n t of $1,100,000. 
T he princely 
e sta te of T em ple A W orkm an, as a result 
of th e second failure— Lucky Baldwin 
h av in g advanced m oney to re-open the 
b a n k —passed into th e bands of the San 
F rancisco m illionaire. 
I t is now worth 
' $15,000,000 on a very conservative esti­ 
m a te . 
T he failure of th e B ank of Po­ 
m o n a is a m ere flea-bite com pared to the 
celeb rated Tem ple A W orkm an fiasco. 
Mr. H . A. P alm er, th e virtual ow ner of 
th e Pom ona concern, h a s been a very en 
terp risin g citizen of Southern California 
— w h a t was k row n in the boom as 
" p lu n g e r.” 
H e appears to have over­ 
rea c h e d him self, but, according to the 
m o st reliable advices, every depositor 
w ill be p rotected. 
Of the vast sum 
w h ich was deposited in th e Tem ple A 
W orkm an B ank—one m illion, one h u n ­ 
d red thousand dollars—not a depositor 
got a cent.

Bonlanger’s Trial Begun—Turkey’s

L o n d o n , August 8.— In the House of 
Commons last night, during the debate 
on the Irish estimates, Mr. Balfour, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, referred to 
two resident magistrates refusing to sub­ 
scribe for a race meeting, because Ted 
Harrington, a member of the committee, 
had denounced the police as liars, 
blackguards and uniformed bloodhounds. 
Harrington challenged Balfonr to give 
his authority, and Balfour replied that 
he spoke on the best authority. 
Har­ 
rington started across the floor, ap­ 
parently with the intention of as­ 
saulting Balfour. A tremendous up­ 
roar followed. The Chairman’s yells for 
order were drowned in Irish yells. The 
tumult continued a quarter of an hour. 
The Chairman warned the Parnellites to 
control their feelings. When order was 
restored both men apologized for their 
hasty action.

AH ORDINANCE DKCLAK1 NO T H E NKCIB81TY OF 
BUILDING CERTAIN BEWKKH, PROVIDING FOR 
T H E HOLDING OP A SPECIAL ELECTION IN 
TH E CITY OK LOS ANGELES ON AUGUST 30T H , 
1889, POR THE PURPOSE OP VOTING FOR OR

OP T H E COST OP SAID SEW ERS, AND PROVID­

W h e r e a s , On the 8th day of July, 1889, the 
C ity Council of the City of Los Angeles, by a 
vote of m ore than two-thirds of all itsm em bersr 
passed an ordinance determ ining that the pub­ 
lic interest of the people of th e City of Los An­ 
gele* dem ands the construction of certain pub­ 
lic sewers, the cost of wblch will be too great 
to be paid out of the ordinary annual Income 
an d revenue of said city, and that the am ount 
to be expended In building said sewers was 
$1.280,000. Aud whereas said ordinance was 
approved by the Mayor of said city/>n July 9th, 
1889, and was punlished eacli day for two 
w eeks from aud including th e 11th day of 
July, 1889, In the Los Angeles D a il y H e r a l d , 
a new spaper published in said city; And. 
whereas the City C onncilof said city have had 
p lan s and estim ates of the cost of said Bewers 
m ade by a com petent engineer who has had 
successful experience in snch work, which 
plans and estim ates have been adopted by said 
ouncil and are now on file In the office of the 
City Kngineer of said city; now, therefore, at 
this, the next regular m eeting of said Council 
after such publication,
